Bradbury said his "hair 
shxKl on end when they an¬ 
nounced the lander toiu-hd'iwn 
Mars has Ijeen my home 
siniT 1 was in years 'ild." 

Bradbury is l»esl kn»mn f«»r 


his Martian Chronicles, a 
series of short stories written 
in the form of conversations 
with inhabitants of the red 
planet. 

He said his belief in the 
e.xistencc of life on Mars has 
lieen validated by Viking’s 
success. 

"From this moment on. life 
is on Mars <xir life and an 
extension pi ouj* scientific ex¬ 
pertise and arhievemeni. Our 
life is on Mars. 


"For the first time in re¬ 
corded history, man has the 
Importunity to find out what 
exists on other planets, not 
just on our own satellite. This 
is an historic moment, one 
which will be remembered lor 
a million years." 

Bradbury said he is certain 
that in the ne.xt 20 years sci¬ 
entists will be able to ac¬ 
complish a manned flight to 
Mars and repeated his desire 
to be among those on board 
such a flight. 


About at) years from nmv. 
he said. Earth will have 
created Martian colonies. 

"The air we are breathing 
tonight is molten air from 
about Five txllitMt years back. 
On Mars, we will get oxygen 
by boiling rocks.” 

'One imfiortant lesson to he 
learned from "this satisfying 
experience.*’ he said, "is that 
we need dreamers, story 
tellei-s, jM-ientUls and tech- 
nician.’T to work together in 
achieving Hie im[)os.sihle.”

Gerry Lundgren. president of the College of Phar¬ 
macists of B.C. and iiroiirietor of James Bay tinited 
Pharmacy, welcomes the moves brought about by the 
latest provincial amendments to the Pharmai y Act. 

“For years thp lollcgc has been concerned with the 
easy acresaibility i»f potentially hazardous products,*’ 
Dundgren said. "It isn’t a matter of banning their sale, 
but rather of bringing them under tighter control. 

Geritol rates the screening process because it con¬ 
tains in its larger bottles and tablet packages more 
than one gram of elemental iron. 0»e gram is the taxic 
level for chiidi'en and Lundgren said, there are "too 
many oa.ses of children being hoppjtali75od on rec^irri” to 
leave H on open display. 
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MONTREAI. (CP) Africa 
was represented by only three 
countries Tuesday as a black 
boycott of the Olympics con¬ 
tinued to grow with the with¬ 
drawal of Egyi)t and Moroi-co. 

The withdrawals, mainly of 
black African countries, have 
<;aused juggling of boxing and 
other draw competitions. 
Spectators who paid to sec a 
basketball match between 
Italy and Egyjd Tuesday 
watched the Italians play an 
inter-squad game instead be¬ 
cause the Egyptians were or¬ 
dered home. 

The main impa<-t of the boy¬ 
cott won't be felt until Friday 
at the beginning of the track 
and field events, decimated 
by the loss of top black Afri¬ 
can competitors. 

The track event.s will dem¬ 
onstrate the strength of the 
boycott ' - aimed at forcing 
New Zealand out of the Olym¬ 
pics because of a .S(mth Afri¬ 
can tour by one of its rughy 
teams. 

On the boycott last week. 
African.^ were urging bla<!k 
Ignited States athletes, many 
of them track and Held stars, 
to lend supiKirt. Many African 
athletes are jjtUl at the Olym¬ 
pic Village despite the with¬ 
drawal of their teams fnmi 
the games. 

So far there has been nn 
sign of supfiort from black 
American athletes. The predo¬ 
minantly biaok U.S. basket¬ 
ball team playe^ Tuesday and 
U.S. boxers, mostly black, 
have been fighting nn sched¬ 
ule. 

Dr. .lean-Paul Bedard IHies- 
day banned athletes boycot¬ 
ting the Games from the 
Olympic Village medical clin¬ 
ic. Many demanded treatment 
or phystntherapy despite the

“But the ma¬ 
jority of us have been anxious 
for some time to see a whole 
new direction taken with 
prodt^ts told only by drug 
slorsj clearly separated from 
prodncts any store can sell. 
We feel Its time we utilized 
our special training as phar¬ 
macists to * educate people 
rather than confuse them.’* 

Under the new regulations, 
in addition to the restricted 
sales list, any products sold 
<inly by drug stores but not 
regarded as unduly hazardous 
must be displayed on shelves 
within 20 feet of the dispensa- 
ry. 


“'Iliat means that v^hile 
those particular products are 
not regarded as particulaiiy 
hazardous, they ah^ld still be 
under the {^rmacist't eye." 
Lundgren said. “What we are 
trying to do is get back to the 
old days of service to our cus¬ 
tomers, back to the one^n- 
one dealing beh^’een the drug¬ 
gist and the consumer, and 
away from the supermarket 
mass-display mast-sale syn-’ 
drome." 

With restricted and possibly 
hazardous products under 
control in B.C. (the first prov¬ 
ince in Canada to take such 
stringent steps sUhough Que¬ 
bec also has drug-sale control 
regulations) drug stores 
across the country face an¬ 
other upheaval next year 
when federal controls come 
into effect.

T>ear Dr. Thoateaoa: Please 
tell me about lupus. Ifow doea 
it act? What can it do to your 
body? What can you take for 
it? All you can tell me.- B.B. 

There are two kinds of 
lupus (LOOP-us). Ote affects 
the skin only and that’s called 
discoid lupus. It causes a rash 
on the face and chest and U 
treated with steroid creams 
and avoidance of sunlight. 

The fecond type is more 
serious because the whole 
body Is involved. This is 
“SLE” — systemic lupus 
erythematosis. 

It is a mysterious ailment 
that has been studied for 
many years. 

Chiefly, there is an effect on 
the body’s connective tlsstie. 
That is the fibrous ’■cement" 
material which supports and 
connects cells of internal 
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organs. It is also what bones 
and blood vessels are made 
of. 

'Ihus It can affect any organ 
-- the skin, joints, heart, ner¬ 
vous system and kidneys, for 
examples. 

It occurs mainly in \ 4 -oinen 
in their 20 s end 30s and the 
attacks are sporadic. 

While the cause is not quite 
clear, it U thought to be what 
is called an “auto-immune” 
disease. That is one where the

On Mars, the squat three- 
legged craft weighs about 450 
pounds because the planet’s 
gravity is weaker than 
eartii’s. 

If any tiny organisms are 
living in ^ soil, the experi- 
menta are believed capable of 
finding them. 

Oaii Sagan of Gomell Uni¬ 
versity. or»e of the best-known 
advocates of searching for ex¬ 
tra-terrestrial life, said; “It’s 
just tremendously exciting, 
especially after a series of So¬ 
viet failures. Mars is a very 
tough place to land." 

The Soviets have landed twt> 
spacecraft on Mars but both 
('eased functioning shortly 
after arrival. 

As the lander entered the 
Martian atmosphere. It was 
travelling about 10.000 miles 
an hour, but parachute and 
braking rockets sloM’ed it to a 
mere 5.5 miles an hour as it 
dropped to the surface at 4:53 
a.m. PDT. 

When signals reached earth 
19 minutes later, officials and 
mission controllers whooped, 
cheered and hig^ed each 
other. The warmest applau-^^e 
was reserN’ed for Jim Martin, 
the buriy inojeot manager 
with a misty look in his eyes. 

“I just want to say this is 
the happiest time of my life.’’ 
he declared. He praised the 
thousands of persons involved 
in the eight-year project.

BUENOS AIRES (UPI) — 
The army aimmineed Tuesday 
its security forces had killed 
Mario Roberto Santucho, con¬ 
sidered the top guerrilla lead¬ 
er in Sough America. 

Military sources called it a 
devastating blow to the Ar¬ 
gentine guerrilla movement 

The private news agency 
Xotddans Argentinas sadd the 
same troops who shot San¬ 
tucho Monday in a Buenos 
Aires suburb killed Gorriaran 
Merlo, his second-in-command 
the people’s Revolutionary 
Army, and, in a separate 
raid, fiv'G olher monters of 
the ocmimand. 

Santucho, 40, was founder 
and leader of the People’s 


Revolutionary Anny, known 
as ERP for its Spanish Ini¬ 
tials, and was considered Ai^ 
gentina’s most powerful guer¬ 
rilla leader since Ernestu 
“Che” Guevara was killed in 
a shootout with security 
forces in Bolivia in October, 
1 ^. 

Santucho, reported to be a 
Harvard stud^t who under¬ 
went guerrilla training in 
Cuba, began organizing the 
ERP in the early 1970s. 

Military sources called San- 
tucho’s death the most signifi¬ 
cant victory in the six-year 
anti-guerrilla struggle. The 
newspaper La Opinion called 
it “the beheading of the orga- 
nizatiem and tiie prelude of its 
«rtCTminaticin.” 


Grenades 

shake 

Salisbury 

.SALISBURY (UPI) — At¬ 
tackers threw grenades into a 
nightclub and at a restaurant 
in central Salisbury Tuesday 
night in the first acts of ter- 
roism in the Rhodesian capi¬ 
tal since 1968. 

A police spokesman said 
two persons were injured. 

One grenade was thrown 
through a window of the Pink 
Panther restaurant where 
about 30 perSbns were dining. 
The spokesman said a white 
man was seriously injured by 
the explosion and the restau¬ 
rant’s owner, Miss Ola Pordu- 
lak, suffered shrapnel inju¬ 
ries. 

'The other grenade was 
thrown at La Hoheme night¬ 
club, also In the centre of the 
capital, but the spokesman 
said it exploded tn the street 
outside, apparently causing 
no injuries but damaging 
three automobiles. 

‘This is an act of terrorism, 
I think it can safely be de¬ 
scribed as that,” the spokes¬ 
man said. 

TTie spokesman said a black 
man was seen running from 
the nightclub immediately 
after the explosion. The blasts 
went off within about two 
minutes of each xrther. The 
restaurant and (He nightclub 
are about a mile apart. 

It was tile first terrorist at¬ 
tack in Salisbury since 1968 
when a grenade w'ag tiirowTi 
into a coffee shop.

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Constitutional fire 


T HERE'S BEEN UTTLE HEAT of late in the long- 
simmering question of bringing the British 
North America Act to Canada. It was last at boiling 
point early in the year when, it will be recalled. Prime 
.Minister Trudeau said he would be willing to fight an 
election on the issue. 

It was a startling statement of determination to 
remove the technically limp hold of the Parliament of 
Britain on the Canadian constitution. If, for any 
reason. Canada wished to rewrite the document there 
could be no argument from Whitehall. 

Nevertheless, the prime minister was willing to 
risk alienating his own Quebec, saying that with or 
without the consent of the government of that 
province, it was his intention to place the BNA Act for¬ 
mally and fully under direct Canadian jurisdiction. 

Quebec has consistently opposed patriation, fear¬ 
ful of the possible loss of provincial rights, and the 
I'rudeau statement fired up speculation on why he 
would go out of his way to offend his political friends 
Actually there was little response from Quebec 
which might have seen, as others did, the prime 
minister's shocker as a diversionary tactic. He was 
under considerable political pressure at the time. It 
was at the height of the "Judges’ Affair" when some of 
his ministers were being accused of attempting to 
tamper with the processes of the courts. 

Whether this was so, the feeling remains that 


there is more to "bringing home the constitution' than 
meets the ear. 

This is evident in views expressed at a day-long 
seminar held the other day by the Summer Institute of 
Political Studies at Simon Fraser University. There 
were a number of distinguished participants, among 
them Oxford Professor S. E. Finer who favors bring¬ 
ing the constitution to Canada but whose remarks con¬ 
tain a sound of doubt on motive. Patriation to him 
"seems harmless and perhaps necessary or perhaps 
desirable.” It would '"correspond to a reality.” It 
strikes him as praiseworthy "if that's all that’s meant 
by patriation.” 

Another visiting professor of political science, 
James Eayrs of the University of Toronto, favors BNA 
Act patriation too, because he believes a consensus fur 
such action exists. 

But he warns against thoughts of redrafting the 
constitution: "It would be opening Pandora's Box ” 

It should be expanded, though, with a bill of rights 
which would not be "a bill of goods” but a charter of 
freedom and liberties as "an aid to public education, a 
lever to raise public consciousness, an antidote to 
apathy and fear.” 

It should be entrenched in the constitution so 
protectively that no government, federal or provincial, 
could do barm to the, rights of individuals, he says, 
which can be taken as an expression of concern over 
what might be behind Trudeau thinking. 


Smaller than ever 


T wo MONTHS AOO a Gallup Poll placed the 
personal popularity of Pierre Elliott Trudeau at 
an all-time low. The opinion survey was taken just 
bclore the prime minister marked his eighth anniver¬ 
sary in power and it showed a 49 per cent disapproval 
rating. Nearly half the voters didn’t like the way he 
was doing his job with only 33 per cent saying they 
were satisfied with his performance. The remaining 18 
|K>r cent chose not to express their feelings. 

Reports of the survey pointed to a steady slide 
liom grace since one taken in May of 1974 before 
Trudeau regained his parliamentary majority. That 
one gave him a 48 per cent approval rating which slip¬ 
ped to 42 per rent in October of last vear. And now it’s 
33. 

Several reasons were given for the failing: the 
price and inc:ome control policy and the inept manner 
in which it is being carried out. the prime minister's 
year-end musings about a more heavily regulated 
"New Society,” his handling of the "Judges’ Affair,” 
the awarding of airport concessions ("Sky Shops”). 

The Trudeau visit to Cuba at the time of Castro's 
involvement in the Angolan civil war also was men- 
iioned. There was the trouble, as well, with the plan¬ 
ned purchase of $1 billion worth of long-range Orion 
patrol aircraft from the scandal-ridden Lockheed Cor- 
IKiration. 


Political commentaries of the day made much of 
It. naturally, and there were suggestions that more of 
the same could follow: that there could be further fall¬ 
ing from favor. 

How right they now appear to be; there can be lit¬ 
tle doubt from Canadian newspaper reader cor¬ 
respondence that the prime minister stands smaller 
than ever in the eyes of the people, with the ramrod- 
ilin^ of the capital punishment issue against majority 
leeling, the threat to life of air traffic control 
bilingualism, the pressing of the impossible two- 
languages policy generally and his amazing in¬ 
terference in the Olympic Games. 

It was thought after the last poll was taken that the 
33 per cent rating would see the mounting of a counter 
offensive to boost the sagging image. The prime 
minister took on a special information and com¬ 
munications adviser in the person of Richard 
O'Hagan, former press secretary to Prime Minister 
Pearson and chief of information services for eight 
years at the Canadian Embassy in Washington, whose 
job would be to find the charisma of Trudeau’s first 
years. 

But, as the next Gallup Poll surely will show, it’s 
lust forever The prime minister has buried it so deep 
and keeps heaping it over that it can never be restored.

The Now Society 
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U.S. celebration 
far from over

The United States' 200tb birthday Is over but the 
celebrations are only just beginning. On the village greens 
of the original 13 colonies “soldiers " in eighteentb-century 
dress are re-creating the battles of the Revolution, bands are 
playing, church bells are ringing, fireworks are exploding 
... and the party will go on all summer. 

This is not the way the nation’s original Bicentennial 
Coimnissian planned the celebration. When it started 
organizing the Bicentennial, 10 years ago. it thought in terms 
of something more national and formal-like a world's fair 
either in Boston, where the Revolution was launched, or in 
Philadelphia where the Declaration of Independence was 
signed. Instead, the people have taken over their own birth¬ 
day party, and it is the amateur efforts in the little towns and 
villages which will be best remembered when 1976 has pas¬ 
sed. 

When millions of people were milling round Manhattan 
piers to board the tall ships which had sailed Into New York 
harbor like a splendid armada, a few thousand others were 
lining the main street of Southampton — about a hundred 
miles to the east — for the biggest parade in the village's 
history. In its way it was as meticulously organized as New 
York's Operation Sail, and throughout this summer it will 
have its counterpart in hundreds of rural communities. 

"Hie villages for miles around contributed to the 
Southampton parade which had a hundred contingents, 25 
marching bands and was a lot more fun Ulan any of the 
tickertape parades which go up Broadway. The police pipe 
bands were there. The high school cheer leaden. TTie 
veterans of the Fint World War. Ihe village officials in a 
vintage Ford. The horticulture society. The volunteer 
firemen, pride of every American village, waving to their 
friends in the crowd. 

The firemen from the Long Island village of Montauk 
were dressed as eighteenth-century Engllah sallon and had 
re-created (on wheels) a British man o’war which took part 
in the Revolutionary blockade and whicb foundered on the 
rocks near Montauk Point. It took the firemen every minute 
of their spare time since January to make their model of 
HMS Culloden, and they are holding a fish fry to help pay for 
It. It will net. of course, but it will be another excuse for a 
party. 

Thousands of American history buffs wearing 
meUculous copies oif eighteenth-century military uniforms 
will spend this summer “fighUng” RevoluUonary batUes 
over the old grounds. 

Very litUe about America’s birthday is turnuig out the 
way it was predicted. Commercialism has not taken over. 
There are some garish souvenirs but not many people are 
buying them. There is no world’s fair but there are scores 
of lesser events, all spontaneous and touching. Philadelphia 
did have a visit from the Queen but the really spectacular 
show, the parade of tall ships, happened off New York — that 
impoverished and malign^ city which was held by the 
British through most of the Revolution and did not have 
much place in the orig^ plans for tbe Bicentennial. 

Before Operation ^11 here, some of this city's news¬ 
papers prophesied that hundreds would be injured by the 
mobs, and that balconies of elderly apartment houses on the 
banks of tbe Hudson might be so weighed down by sightseers 
that they would drop off into the river. None at these things 
happened. Except that it was bigger. New York’s birthday 
urty was as light-hearted and comptuiionable as those that 
Are DOW being celebrated in the vtUagea. The only real dis¬ 
aster which befeH its organizers was their failure to prividc 
enough public lavatoriet.

Leaving the cynical un- 
scnipulousnesa of it aside, you 
have to admire the ^vero- 
ment’s tactical dexterity, it 
gets itself Into hot water over 
two highly sensitive items and 
turns the irrational fears and 
prejudices generated by one of 
them for pulling Itself out of a 
hole in the other.

Totalitarians of all hues have 
perfected this surefire trap for 
honest, naive and innocent peo¬ 
ple to such a degree that the 
current Soviet masters of the 
ruse sometimes manage to 
play a whole series of their 
worst weaknesses and per¬ 
fidies for unbroken gain. The 
Trudeaucrats haven’t reached 
such artistry yet. They are not 
likely to find a way for 
smoothing the bilingual tur¬ 
moil with abolition of capital 
punishment, but one can’t ex¬ 
pect championship perfor¬ 
mance after only a few years of 
practice. No doubt they will 
improve with time.

But It's the thought that 
counta At least one couple is 
unfettered, nnug and smiling—

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UNTO, NOW, the emergence of the soKialled Thlrtl World 
has been brought to our attention by such anm^ances as In¬ 
creased oil pHces, by the bombastic rhetoric of the un¬ 
recognized PLO at such events as Habitat, and by acts of ter¬ 
ror perpetrated In almost every comer of the globe. 

It took, however, the 21st Olympiad to hammer it home in 
a manner that can no longer be disregarded. The racial and 
ideological splits are beyond the intervention or healing 
stages. We must now take It as fact — unfortunate fact — 
that colored Is colored, white Is white and never the twain 
shall meet in certain sections of the world. 

fT HAS BEEN SUGGESTED the present Montreal Olym¬ 
pics might be the monument (or headstone) for the inter¬ 
national competition — that never again will the countries of 
the world be together for friendly athletic jousting. 

Actually, the Olympic monument is. in all probability, the 
facility in Munich where they held the 1972 Games, because 
these Games in Monireal are far from a meeting of the na¬ 
tions of the world. Too many have opted out or ^n kicked 
out for a variety of political reasons. 

Russia hosts the world, it says here, in 1960, but you could 
do worse than wager a ruble or.Jwo. that the. 1980 Olympics 
might never come to pass. 

CHINA HAS PASSED the word — come play with us if 
you don't like their game we’ll play our own game. China 
has given their diplomatic couriers the go-ahead to invite the 
dissident African and Asian nations to Peking for a sort of 
Third World Games, and the dissident nations are listening 
with careful attention. 

China has said. come, we have the facilities, we don’t 
need their “world' games, we don't need the history and 
prestige of their Olympiad. 

In effect, then, what started so long ago at Mt. Olympus 
in Greece, is aboul ready to join the Dodo as a museum piece 
of the past. Even international comi»tition is not immune to 
the blandishments or chicanery of international politics. 

THERE SHOULD BE no surprise about the impending 
divorce. The turmoil has been present for years, but has only 
now reached the flashpoint. There should be no surprise, 
either, about the crash course we as Canadians find 
ourselves on — a crash course with other Canadians. 

Hide your head in the sand, call reporters of such 
separatism "rednecks" and wrap yourself in the insular 
safety of 2S years ago if you chotise to disbelieve or ignore 
what is happening in our own backyard. 

The tip of the iceberg has been evident for many years, 
but in actuality it took the recent air traffic controllers and 
airline pilots' associations to show the mass of feeling under 
the surface. 

THEY HAVE BEEN ACCUSED of out-and-out racism. 
The charge is that they were using the air safety factor as a 
convenient excuse, or ploy, to cover their real reasons of 
bigotry. 

At best, maybe partly true, but if so, then they merely 
brought into the open what most non-French in Canada have 
been thinking lor a long time. The altruists will scoff and 
scold, only the altruists must realize they are a minority. 

The air traffic thing has been swept under the rug — tem¬ 
porarily — but once the Olympics are out of the Way — look 
for it to flare anew and with an even greater intensity. 

IF THIS IS RACISM, however, it is racism on a scale no 
greater than the racism practised in Quebec. The altruists 
use a convenient lapse of memory when Quebec's language 
act (Bill 22) is offered in rebuttal. 

Quebec has had the benefit of the Ottawa connection in 
the whole bilingual force-feeding. It has had lieutenants like 
-lean Marchand pushing the Quebec cause, but doing so under 
the guise of bringing Canada together. I suggest Marchand, 
who was forever bleating about real or imagined slights 
from English Canada, was only interested in pushing the 
cause of the Francophone and not in the cause of Canada as a 
whole nation. In retrospect, the Marchands of Canada have 
done more to tear the country apart than bring it together. 
The pacification of six million has done nothing to reassure 
the other 16 million. 

HOW IX)NG wax the present Canada last? Will it make 
it through another decade? I doubt the deep divisiveness will 
allow even that long and then (if they should be still 
operating) who would be the official Canadian represen¬ 
tative at the Olympics? 

And one final thought about China's offer to hold an Olym¬ 
pics of its very own. Why don't we lend China Jean Drapeau 
to oversee construction of facilities? The little man w ith the 
grandiose schemes would surely bankrupt Mainland China in 
short order, and just think of the closer ties this would give 
us with Russia. Might mean billions in extra trade. 

The external affairs department would rub hands in 
unconcealed glee.

Former glittering home of czars, 
Leningrad maintains individuality 


Fifty-eight years of Soviet 
power have left their mark on . 
Leningrad, the most Western¬ 
looking of Russia's big cities 
and tiK glittering home of the 
czars until the Bolshevik 
Revolution. 

Tbe czar’s winter palace has 
become the Hermitage art 
museum, the graceful Kazan 
Cathedral holds displays extoll¬ 
ing atheism and the mass- 
produced apartment buildings 
going up in tbe suburbs are as 
unimaginative as anything in 
Moscow. 

Yet Liningrad has managed 
to maintain Its individuality. 
Its revolutionary credentials 
secure because the czars’ 
overthrow happened in the 
middle of its own downtown. 
Leningrad apparently hak 
Moscow's permission to use its 
own judgment in city planning 
and operations. 

Leningrad has not plastered 
red communist banners across 
its elegant 18th — and 16th — 
century buildings like other 
cities. Banners here are much 
more likely to be discreetly put 
on side streets. 

There are fdwer policemen 
on the streets than in Moscow: 
The streets themselves are a 
festival of ice cream salesmen 
and old women selling pies. 
Bright fluorescent signs adver¬ 
tise offices and restaurants. 

Westerners who come to 
Leningrad say the city’s 4.5 
million people are more relax¬ 
ed than thcMe in Moscow

Travellers from the West get 
curious glances and warm 
receptions on the streets. Cab 
drivers switch off their 
meters and take visitors on 
long tours of the city, asking 
only that their passengers 
agree that it is the most 
b^utlful one in the world. 

Czar Peter the Great started 
the construction of Leningrad, 
on the Gulf of Finland 400 miles 
northwest of Moscow, in 1703. 
His goal was to bring Russia 
closer to the West by modelling 
Ihe city after a Western capital 
and inviting Westernei-s to live 
here. 

The first building in 
l.«ningrad — Peter called the 
city St. Petersburg — was the 
Peter and Paul Fortress. It re¬ 
mains a popular walking and 
necking spot and contains a 
section of the Soviet mint 

Successive czars built the 
winter palace, the golden- 
domed St Isaac's Cathedral, 
the enormous Admiralty with 
a triumphal column that took 
2,000 soldiers to raise, scores of 
theatres and two suburban 
palaces dripping with gold. All 
have been preserved. 

Lenin directed the Com¬ 
munist revolution from Smolny 
Hall in Lemngrad but eventual¬ 
ly moved tbe Soviet Union • 


capital to Moscow. Leningrad 
began to decline in world atten¬ 
tion until the Second World 
War when Its people astounded 
Nazi strategists by bolding out 
for 900 days against a German 
siege despite the death of 
650.000 civilians. 

Today, the capital of the 
czars faces tbe same urban 
problems as other Soviet cities. 
Unions and oranges recently 
were scarce and supply 
problems exist in other fields 
as well. 

Lenlngradskaya Pravda. the 
I'ity's Communist party new¬ 
spaper. ran a string of com¬ 
plaints in June on the 
availability of men's shirts 
One customer said inexpensive 
checked and striped shirts 
were tough to get at either of 
the major department stores in 
her suburb. 

The Inhabitants of 14 
Prospect Ispytatelel were com¬ 
plaining the elevator in their 
nine-storey building had been 
out of order since April 4. They 
told Vecberny Leningrad, the 
city’s lively evening news¬ 
paper. that the bureaucracy 
was doing nothing bat telling 
them to “wait a bit” 

The city is eagerly preparing 
for outdoor festivals of sum¬ 
mer. which brings the “white 
nights" — several days and 


nights with virtually no 
, darkness. 

The big tourist season is get¬ 
ting under way. Thousands 
come here every year but 
_ figures on tourism aren't made 
public. 

City workmen shined up and 
repaired more than 500 ri the 
city’s thousands of monuments 
in 1975 and put up about 100 
new memorials. In tbe lost 
five years, the ruble equivalent 
of more then a million dollars 
was spent restoring historic at¬ 
tractions. 

In the next five years, some 
of the city’s most famous 
monuments will receive 
overhauls. Scientists are tak 
ing metal core samples from 
the “copper horseman. ” the 
city’s biggest monument to 
Peter the Great, to see how it 
IS holding up to the elements. 

Block groups have planted 
trees and gardens and the press 
IS turning a critical eye to how 
the city looks. 

Vecherny Leningrad’s 
"social correspondent," G. 
Shelamov, expressed disgust 
with how Leningrad’s street 
vendors were treating a busy 
. ef town. 

From morning to night 
animated trading goes on here, 
and as a result there are scraps 
of wrapping paper on the 
sidewalk and empty packing 
boxes up against the walls of 
buildings,” he wrote 
' What kind of street es 
thetics is Uus?" 


One imagines, too. that even 
if the Games are a success, 
they may well be the last to be 
held. KXI would be dis¬ 
banded. Taiwan would finally 
learn that Chiang Kai-shek no 
longer lives there, and Its peo¬ 
ple would return to making 
passable television sets. 

Everyone else would breathe 
a sigh of relief.

Tbe Surul Indians had their 
first proper contact with 
modern people only aboul six 
years ago, but It did not take 
them long to learn. 

In a jungle village in the 
western Amazon, a Surui 
wished to exchange his bow 
and arrows for a visltoFs band- 
bag. 

When told it was impossi¬ 
ble today but that tbe visitors 
would return tomorrow for the 
exchange, the tribesman 
chuckled and rightly jnedicted. 

In tbe little Portuguese he 
could muster, “Return, white 
man, lie.” 

The Indians express Im¬ 
patience at being treated like 
animals by whites. 

“Indians are not beasts; they 
are human beings,” Chief 
Juruna declared. Another 
Xavante chief, Nozia, added. 
"White man think only be intel¬ 
ligent; we too Intelll^t'' 

Chief Uruna had harsh words 
for tbe white form of govern¬ 
ment: 

"The government gets tired 
of helping the Indian because 
the Indian never votes for a 
deputy in the elections (tribal 
Indians, under Brazilian law. 
are treated as minors and do 
not vote). 

"The Indian does not pay 
taxes, so tbe government is not 
Interested in the Indian. Tbe 
government should look more 
at tbe Indian, but It looks more 
at the Indian's womenfolk." 

Condemning delays In 
answering the Indians’ re¬ 
quests, Chief Aidji of the 
Bororo tribe said, "By tbe time 
any measure is taken we have 
already died five or she times.” 

Showing their growing 
political awareness and their 
attempts at unity, forged out of 
a common suffering. Chief 
Sanpre of the Xerente tribe 
said; “My brothers, I call you 
brothers because 1 am an In¬

black. 

But they sometimes make a 
distinction. Chief Geraldo of 
the Galibi tribe, criticizing the 
dispossession of the Indians, 
said, “Even the black slave 
from Africa Is rich with our 
wealth.” 

In their own communities tbe 
Indians share everything and 
there is apparently no crime. 
They show a tolerance and 
respect for the beliefs of 
others. 

When Roman Catholic mis¬ 
sionary Francisco Gil visited a 
Surui village, be agreed to 
share a hut with an old woman 
out of respect for the Indians' 
customs. 

But as soon as the Suruis 
learned about the priest's vows 
of celibacy and separation 
from women, they built a 
special hut for him alone.

Walkout by pilots unlikely 




OTTAWA (CP) - Proepect* 
ot an Imminent pilots walkout 
foded Tuesday as talks began 
between Air Canada pilots 
and airline i»«8ident Claude 
Taylor in Montreal on the 
tuuchy issue of French con¬ 
versations in aircraft cock¬ 
pits. 

Ken Malcy, president rrf the 
Canadian Line Pilots As¬ 
sociation, said in a telephone 
interview from CALPA bead- 
quarters in Montreal that 
“there is no possibilily of a 
strike in the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture.” Talks he had with 
Transport Minister Otto liang 
and transport department of¬ 


ficials here Monday “defused 
the entire situation,'’ he said. 

Maley said transport de¬ 
partment officials indicated 
they would ibe in touch with 
Air Canada to “amend the 
wordily <jf their policy” on 
use of French on the flight 
deck. 

However, Lang said in a 
later statement that neither 
he nor anyone In the depart¬ 
ment had been in touch with 
the publicly-owned airline to 
amend the wording of their 
policy on the use of French in 
the aircraft cockpit. 

David ClJuthberteon. execu¬ 
tive assistant to Lang, said 


that as far as he knew there 
was no promise by the trans¬ 
port department to get the Air 
Canada policy altered. He 
said Maley was told a top 
transport department ctflicial 
would get in touch with Air 
Canada to clarify government 
IK)Ucy oh French in aircraft 
lockpits. * 

The new Air Canada policy 
has not yet been Introduced. 
An airline official said it is 
likely to conform to an infor¬ 
mation circular that is soon to 
be issued by the transmit de¬ 
partment. 

Maley said the airline poli¬ 
cy would allow the use of 


French as well as English on 
the flight deck for matters 
“other than direct operation 
and navigation in the air¬ 
plane.” 

CALPA fears that this 
might allow bilingual crew 
members to speak French, ef¬ 
fectively shutUng out a unilin- 
gual English-speaking crew 
member from a conversation 
that might have a vital bear¬ 
ing on a flight, he said. 

Maley said he had no objec¬ 
tion to an ail-Franeai)h(3ne 
crew having a social conver¬ 
sation in French. 

Maley has /iiaid that If the 


proposed Air Canada pcdlcy is 
introduced as it now is writ¬ 
ten. CALPA members may 
again r^use to fly. He was re¬ 
ferring to plans to allow 
French as well as English for 
matters other than direct 
operation and navigation in 
the airplane. 

Current airline policy re¬ 
quires all crew conversations 
on the flight deck to be in En¬ 
glish except tor announce¬ 
ments to passengm. 

Itowever, Maley said Tues¬ 
day he saw no chance of an 
immediate strike because he 
expected the issue to be re¬ 
solved.

Queen ’s party on yacht 
had dignity of realm

MONTREAL (AP) — On a 
beautiful Canadian afternoon 
the queen entertained at a 
small party on the royaj yacht 
Britannia to celebrate the 
Olympics. 

The dignity o( the realm 
was everywhere in evidence 
and Elizabeth n proved to be 
as gracious and regal as ever 
hoped for in a queen. 

Looking forward to her 
daughter. Princess Anne, 
competing in the Olympic 
equestrian events, the queen 
seenwd excited and gregari¬ 
ous. 

Despite a protocol officer’s 
state»pent that there would be 
no reporting on the party, 
the queen answered questions 
from U.S. reporters. 

Like any mother, she was 
proud to have her daughter 
marching in the Olympic 
opening ceremony. However, 
although the queen had the 
best seat in the house as she 
formally opened the Games, 
she never saw Anne. 

“Perhaps she had her wide- 
brimmed hat turned down 
over her face, but I couldn't 
pick her out.” said the queen, 
“but my husband did.” 

Prince Philip was talking to 


an Olympic (^cial a few feet 
away. He had. indeed, spotted 
the princess, first member of 
the royal family to compete in 
the Olympics. 

“She was near the wd of 
the processiem. wasn't she?” 
asked the queen. The answer 
was yes. 

Had she talked to Anne, 
who is staying at Olympic Vil¬ 
lage? 

"No. I haven’t. Tm never 
home.” Queen Elizatoth said 
with a luigh. “Evw when I’m 
out here, I can’t be reached." 

Her schedule has been load¬ 
ed with public appearances, 
but she said she was loc^g 
forward to goii^ to Bromont, 
Que.. later ftis week to watch 
Anne compete. 

The queen talked to about 
50 people on the second deck 
ail the stern of the yacht, 
where the ship’s crew had as¬ 
sembled refreshments for the 
Olympic officials and a few 
reporters.

Some, but not all, of the em¬ 
ployees who have been en¬ 
gaging in selective strike ac¬ 
tion will be affected, he said. 

Union officials were not 
available for comment Tues¬ 
day. but they had said earlier 
they did not intend to shut 
fkiwT) the corptHation at tiiis 
time. 

Strnie 12,000 people are em¬ 
ployed by the <x««pany. and 
they belong to II different 
unions. 

To date. Rnft^ert^ said, 
few other union meml>ers 
have been Involved in the 
strike action although in some 
cases the OTKIT has put up 
pirket.s.

A spokesman for the re¬ 
source Induatry said Tuesday 
that freedom ot choice is not 
a legacy but a freedom that 
must be earned and acquired 
by each successive genera- 
tton. He said that thU free¬ 
dom has been endangered by 
•'statism” and “interven¬ 
tionism” on the part of gov¬ 
ernments, especially in the 
marketplace. 

The speaker was Oiff God¬ 
dard, Vancouver, who Is Im¬ 
perial Oil’s corporate manag¬ 
er for B.C In addressing 
about 65 niembers of the Ki- 
wanis aub. Goddard urged 
governments to release some 
l estralnts and thus restore an 
era of free markets. 

‘ The heart ot the whole 
market system is a free 
choice.” Goddard stated. 

The B.C. manager prefaced 
his major point by saying that 
there is a growing and deep¬ 
ening coooem eibout the na¬ 
tional economy. 

•'Canadians fear that 
they’re losing c«itrol of their 
money, and further, their de¬ 
sire to retain that control,” he 
said. He pointed out the dif¬ 
ficulties being experienced in 
trying to strike balance be¬ 
tween govemmwital and mar¬ 
ket forces. 

The Imperial executive 
went on to describe the de¬ 
pleting oil reserves end stated 
that in die demand and sup- 
equatior^. ©verylhing 
seems to be weighted on the 
demand side. 

Goddard said that the price 
of a resource (under govern¬ 
ment control) is the way of 
keeping score. 

"CThange In the price Is a 
siignal to consumers to modify 
their spending practices.” he 
j’ontinued. “Ai^ if you are 
among those* who does not 
enjoy a higher income, there 
isn’t much rown to man¬ 
oeuvre ao it becomes a signal 
to conserve. 

"On one hand, then, one 
must conserve but on the 
other there is an arhitrary 
price control that actually en- 
I ourages consumption. And 
this restriction is said to be in 
the best interests of the peo¬ 
ple.” Goddard said. 

He went on to compare 
one’s pension plan with the 
resource situation whereby 
"we are transferring current 
claims on our income to the 
future.” 

"But these are being steadi¬ 
ly marked down'by inflation,” 
he added. 

Goddard said that an exam¬ 
ple of this wealth producticffi 
is that of the oil industry. 
Since 1947, \\hen Canada was 
dcp«Kiing almost entirely on 
imports prior to the Leduc 
discovery, industry has con¬ 
tributed about $10 billion in 
taxes and supplied C^anadians 
with 600,000 .jobs.

BRUSSELS (UPI) — In a 
flooded maricet with selling 
far outstripping demand, the 
price of gold plummeted more 
than $7 Tues^y, putting it at 
a 32-month low in Zurich and 
a 31-mcmth knv in London. 


The metal fell in Zurich 
from Monday's close of 
$114.25 (U.S.) an ounce to

AIB version of equality 
said impossible to pay 


TORONTO (CP) — 'Phe Ca¬ 
nadian Inatitute of Chartered 
Accountants said Tuesday 
that proposed changes in the 
anti-inflation [>rogram may 
delay investment, boost the 
.iobiess rate and slew down 
economic recovery. 

The accountants, in a brief 
to federal Finance Minister 
Macdonald, said the draft 
changes have produced 
greater equality and effec- 
tivenew. 

But it questioned “whether 
thds equity has not been 
achieved at a cost which the 
business community will find 
impoeeible to pay.” 

In a separate brief deliv¬ 
ered to Macdonald Tuesday, 
the Board of Trade of Metro¬ 


politan Toronto was also criti- 
(«J of many of the draft regu¬ 
lations pre^posed in the May 25 
federal bu^t. 

The board said the propos¬ 
als fbr pricing and pn^uctiv- 
ity credits "will be almoat to- 
t^ly ineffective.” It called for 
a review of most of the iiro- 
posed changes, particularly 
the tests for profits on iirod- 
uct lines. 

The board said the firofXK- 
ats for retroactive treatment 
of pn>tits is unfair as ocmipa- 
nles were already complying 
with the original guideline. 
Also, the board said, the pro¬ 
posal utHild make illegal 
"conduct which was legal 
i^hen carried out.” 

The accountants said the 


changes for determining 
excess revenue on line pro¬ 
duction as oj^xised to that on 
Kei)arate prod^ts was unwar¬ 
ranted. punative and "nothing 
short erf double jeopardy."

LONDON (UPI) — Britain 
'Hiesday registered its worst 
monthly unemployment fig¬ 
ures since the Second World 
War, frustrating a Labor 
Party already struggling with 
unicxis and its own left wing 
to slash the budget by nearly 
$2 billion. 

The jobless figure <rf 
1.456 — about 6 per cent of 
the British labor force — was 
announced Tuesday by the de¬ 
partment of employment. 

The tally, the worst in per¬ 
centage terms since the Sec¬ 
ond World War, represented 
an increase of 131,619 over 
.Tune and included 209,037 
teen-agers locrfcing for their 
first jobs and not finding 
them *— a rise of 86,141 in a 
month.

MONTREAL (CP) — Three 
more world records were bro¬ 
ken in the Olympic swimming 
pool Tuesday i^ht, two by 
American men and one by an 
E^st Gennan girl, and Shan¬ 
non Smith of New West¬ 
minster earned C^anada’s sec¬ 
ond medal of the Games. 

The onslaught brought to 
eight the number of shim¬ 
ming records broken in the 
nine races completed since 
competition started Sunday. 

John Hencken of the United 
States broke his ohn world 
and Olympic record in the 
lOOmetre breaststroke with a 
time of 1K)3.13, more than 
half a second better than the 
1:03.62 he did in the semi- 
iinals.

Petra Thumer of East Ger¬ 
many hon the 400-metre 
freest>’le with a world record 
time of 4:09.89 with American 
favorite Shirley Babashoff 
second in 4:10.46 and Smith 
third in 4:14.60, breaking her 
own Canadian record of 
4:19.03 set in the Olympic 
trials in June. 

Brian Goodell of the United 
States won the 1500-meti'e 
freestyle in 15:02.40, breaking 
the world record he set in the 
U.S. Olympic trials last 
month. American Bobby 
Hackett was second and Steve 


Holland of Australia third 
after leading meet of the way. 

Miss Smith’s bronze was the 
secemd for Canada and the 
first ever won by a Canadian 
girl in freestyle Olympic 
swimming. 

The first bronze was earned 
by the women’s 4.\100 medley 
relay team on Sunday night. 

The medal for Canada 
topped off a day in which 
Nancy Garapick of Halifa.x 
briefly held the Olympic 
record in the 100 -metre back- 
stroke and the men's field 
hockey team enjoyed some re¬ 
venge. 

Miss Garapick’s record, 
which was confirmed after 
some confusion, did not last 
long in any case. Ulrike 
Richter of East Germany 
broke it when she won her 


semi-final race in 1:02.39 as 
Miss Gan^ck, Wendy Hogg 
of Vancouver and Cheryl Gib¬ 
son of Edmonton Qualified for 
tonight’s rinal.

MONTREAL (Reuter) — 
Athletes from foe African na¬ 
tions which boycotted the 
Olympic (^mes have been 
barred from seeking treat¬ 
ment at the clinic in foe 
Olympic Village. 

The clinic’s medical chief, 
Dr. -^ean-Paul Bedard, Im¬ 
posed foe ban itfter dozens of 
athletes from foe retired 
countries continued to de¬ 
mand attention for minor ail¬ 


ments. particularly physio¬ 
therapy treatment. 

“Some of them even came 
along requesting that we pro 
vide them with new. specta¬ 
cles free of charge,’’ Dr. Be¬ 
dard said. 

“Others just w'anted to use 
foe facilities. I felt we have 
an obligation to attend the 
athletes who are still compel- 
fog- 

“Besides I dorft think it is 
fair for them to seek facilities 
that were provided tor ath¬ 


letes competing in the Olym¬ 
pic Games.’’ 

The Olympic clinic provides 
free metlical treatment to an 
average 250 athletes a day, 
the majority of the cases con¬ 
cerning muscular and dental 
problems. All medical bills 
are paid by the federal and 
provincial governments. 

At the same time. Dr. Be¬ 
dard told his staN of 66 doc¬ 
tors to stop giving medical 
check-ups to Olympic offidalt 


who have been using foe clin¬ 
ic as w'ay to saT’e heavy per- 
s<mal medical expenses. 

“Many VIPs come here 
\rith strange excuses of con- 
btant headaches or fatigue 
and end up getting a medical 
check-up that would cost 
them $ 1,000 in most countries. 

“I am telling them that if’ 
foey are really sick then they 
should be in bed instead of at¬ 
tending the various sports in 
VTP style. ”

The closures apply to filter feeders — bivalves, such as 
clams, oysters, and mussels, which strain their food from the 
water.

unusual move. Canadian dol¬ 
lars are helping to safeguard 
a hallowed part of Britain’s 
racing heritage. 

Multimillionaire J. A. 
"Bud” MoDougald, one <if 
Canada’s least pubheized but 
mnat powerful business lead¬ 
ers, is staking a six-figure 
sum to guarantee the future 
of a showpiece training head¬ 
quarters in S4)uthem England. 

It is a sentimental gesture. 
With hardly any hope <rf mak¬ 
ing money. McDougald is tak¬ 
ing over what is described as 
the finest private tmining es¬ 
tablishment in Pkirope. His 
puri)OK9 is to guaiantee secu¬ 
rity frf tenure fw* his 37-year- 
old trainer Ian Balding in a 
period of inflationary pres¬ 
sures. 

"The meat of it Is this.” 
McDougald told Reuters. 'T 
am trying to make sure that 
Ian can go on training and 
{iroviding a top service with¬ 
out having to worry about 
taxes and real estate. 

"It is. If you like, a Cana¬ 
dian vote frf confidence in Bri¬ 
tain and British racing. This 
country’s a 8{)ortlng country. 
Racing Is part of the way of 
life. It is not going to die. 

"I am a traditionalist. I’ve 
tieen interested in horses all 
my life and I’ve raced here 
tor 20 years. I have complete 
confidence ^ in racing's fu¬ 
ture.” 

He nodded vigorous assent 
when a reporter recalled Ger¬ 
man statMman Bismarck’s 
remark to Britain’s Benjamin 
Disraeli that "as long as you 
keep up your racing, you'll 
never have a revolution in 
England.” 

Balding's stable is in rich 
and rolling Berkshire coun¬ 
tryside less than an hour from 
Ixxidon. Queen Elizabeth 
heads hi.s list of racing pa¬ 
trons and has among her 

horses a two-year-old filly by 
Triple Crfjwn winner Nijinsky 
called Pas de Deux. American 
patrims are Paul Mellon. Ber¬ 
tram Firestone and J. M. 

Roebling and the Canadians, 
apart from McDougald, ai'e 

publisher’s widow I.,ady TFiea- 
verbrook, D. G. ' Bud" Will- 
mot and Mrs. Eric Phillips. 


who is McDougald's sister-in- 
law. 

Outstanding horses trained 
at Kingsclere by Balding in¬ 
clude Melkxi's Mill Reef, one 
of racing's ail-time greats, 
and Silly Season, both Amcri- 
can-breds. John Porter, 
founder of Kingsclere as well 
as Newdniry race course 
nearby, trained seven Epsom 
Derby winners in the iate I9th 
century. 

Once, a (TanadSan bid to res¬ 
cue Kmgsclere from possible 
dangers might have been re¬ 
sent^ in staid British racing 
circles. Now turf chiefs are 
delighted at McDougald’s act 
of faiti). Inflation has Wt hard 
at the big training establish¬ 
ments, knocking out all but a 
few. 

Money is tight. A ttvxxxigh- 
bred may earn more by run¬ 
ning fourth in Fiance than by 
finishing first in Britain. 

A trana - Atlantic telephone 
can to McDougald in Palm 
Beach. Fla., clinched the 
Kingsclere deal. Bakhng ex¬ 
plained his fears that his 
l>r.>ther-in-law. William Hasi- 
ings-Baas, who has servi^ 


training apprenticeships in 
Australia and the United 
States, might have to sell the 
stable to pay inheritance 
taxes. 

McDougald acted fast. "I 
think th^ bfst thing.” he (old 
Balding, “is for me to take 
the place over and for you to 
go on training.” 

Baldwin was bow'led over. 
"To me the remarkable 
thing,” he said, "is that Mr. 
McDougald is putting his 
nKXiey behind a racing stable 
in England—just when people 
think F^land is down the 
drain and raring is at a very 
low ebb.” 

Kingsclere is probably Bri¬ 
tain’s biggest private training 
grounds. It has great advan¬ 
tages land that has never 
been plcsved, covered rides, 
every conceiv'able variety* of 
uphill or downhill track, 
.slopes that enable a trainer 
to ge-t a horse fit without ex¬ 
tensive galloping. 

Chall9’ sub-soil and hard 
water help build up good 
strong "bone” in Balding’s 
string of 85 thCMxiughbreds. 

MoDougald. in his 60s, is a 


well-gromncd fastidious man 
who never beta and never 
runs his horses in a claiming 
or selling race. His world 
business interests and his reti¬ 
cence about publicity make 
him perhaps tetter known in 
liOndon, Paris and Geneva 
than in Toronto. 

He speaks with the quiet au¬ 
thority of one accustomed to 
command, through his chair¬ 
manship of the Argus Cbr- 
poration, he controls financial 
and and industriai interests 
cstimatM at some $2 billion. 
He collects antique cars and 
has probably the best team of 
hacimey horses in the wi)rld. 

In his years on the turf he 
has good winners here in Mex- 
/anine, Arctic Judge and 
Idiot’s Delight, but no out¬ 
standing triumphs.

Garden Notes 


One shrub that occupies an 
hcmored place in the Chesnut 
garden U Philadelphuf Gla¬ 
cier. This is an improved 
form of the Mock Orange with 
very large and fully double 
blossoms in glistening white, 
rather like ttte better-known 
Philadelphus Virginal Injt 
with laiger, frllUer blossoms 
and, to my mind, a somewhat 
sweeter fragrance. 

Surely the Mock Orange 
must be one of our most 
troublefree shnibs. It appears 
to succeed in all parts the 
province, in any kind of soil 
from heavy, sticky clay to 
almost pure gravel, and on 
any side of the house — north, 
south, east or west. 

Moreover, it remains In 
bloom longer than almost any 
of our flowering shrubs. While 
not immune to aphids and 
other insect pests, the shrub 
never seems to be seriously 
Inconvenienced by them. It 
hasn’t any serious diseases, it 
is easy to propagate, and the

Santa Paula has aiwB>*s 
seemed to me to be one of our 
moot pleasant and unspcrflcd 
little Southern California 
towns, so unchanged since the 
Second World War as to be 
almost an anachronism. 

It does not have the Utopian 
nirvana of its torpid neighbor. 
Djali; Santa Paula is a work¬ 
ing town. Neither has it gone 
to bulge and ^ra>v1, like so 
many once small and tidy 
towns aromd Los Angeles. 
There is fresh paint on its vin¬ 
tage Southern Pacific depot, 
one of the few renmining in 
the state, and on the little red 
schoolhouse east of town. 

Santa Paula is not. In short, 
a town that would be expected 
to atir itself over such trivial 
academic issues as the sT>eU- 
ing of a word in its local 
newspafier. It is not. after all. 
5ian Francisco, the Paris of 
the West, but an unpreten¬ 
tious farm town where the 
talk is more likely to be of en¬ 
tomology than etymoloKy* 

So the editors of the Santa 
Paula Chronicle were hardly 
prepared tor the piMic upris¬ 
ing that followed the paper’s 
pubBoation of a atory ab^ a 
ttiat damaged 13 houses 
in Santa Paula during the re¬ 
cent hot spell. 

The story appearetl under a 
headline that read DAMAGF 
CONFINED TO ROOVES IN 
FIRl^ and reported that 
'’dozens of peraons climbed 
atop moves and spra>^ them 


pruning is simple and un¬ 
complicated. 

Philadelphus gets Its com¬ 
mon name. Mock Orange, 
from the fragrance of its flow¬ 
ers, so much like the scent of 
orange blossoms. 

The flowers come mostly on 
young, one-yearold wood, so 
for prolific bloom, pruning 
should be done regulu4y and 
annually. The best time Is Int- 
mediately after the hyissoms 
fade, as this gives the most 
time the young shoots to 
grow out and harden their 
wood before winter. 

The system of pruning is 
straightforward enough — you 
simply cut away all the 
branches which have borne 
flowers. Don't take these off 
flush with the parent brai^ch, 
though, but leave a stub ap¬ 
proximately two inches long, 
making your cut immediately 
above a pair of leaves. 

On old. neglected bushes 
which have become over¬ 
grown and congested through 
Jack of attention, 1 tldnk it is 


best to cut the whole thing 
right down to ground level 
and start all over again. Don’t 
do the whole thing in cHie go. 
though, but spread this dras¬ 
tic prunning over a period of 
three years, taking out one- 
third of the oldest shoots 
every year. 

In this way, you don’t have 
to go through a whole year 
without any blossoms. Quite a 
forest of young shoots will 
spring up from the roots, and 
these sh^Id be thinned out to 
give a fairly open, uncrowded 
shrub. 

Around the middle of 
August is a good time to take 
a nx>t cutting fmm a Mock 
Orange, and this can be com¬ 
bined with pruning, using the 
wixxl cut away in the pruning 
to start more plants. 

The best slips are those 
from shoot.s which develcHJed 
early and are just beginning 
to turn hard and woody. A 
nine-inch section taken from 
the middle of a branch is 
ideal, dlscardinc both the 




hard, woody base and its soft, 
sappy lip. 

'Trim off the lower leaves, 
moisten the base of the slip, 
dip it in Kootone or Seradlx 
rooting powder, and shake off 
any excess dust. Plant your 
slips four inches deep and tlx 
inches apart in a mixture of 
I>eat moss and coarse sand, 
ideally In a coldframe but if 
no glass is available, a shel¬ 
tered. shaded outdoor bed or 
rather sandy soil should 
ser\'e. 

A daily spraying of the 
leaves with a fine mist of 
])]ain water is a big help, but 
avoid overw-aterlng the soil. It 
shmiM be evenly but only just 
barely moist, never sogg>' 
w*et. These slips should be 
nicely rooted In about ei^l 
w*eeiu, but are best left In the 
frame or cutting bed tht^ugh 
the winter. Transplant thWr “ 
next spring, either to a nur¬ 
sery bed to grow on for an¬ 
other year, or directly to their 
permanent flowering 
quarters.

In the aftermath of the fire, 
the Chronicle further report¬ 
ed. Fire Inspector Frank Bul¬ 
lard “cautioned i>eople to re¬ 
move accun^ulated leaves 
frcrni their roovee as they add 
to the possibility of the rooves 
catching ftre easier.” 

Were the readers of the 
Chronicle grateful fbr what 
seems to be, in Ita entirety, a 
fair and complete account of 
what might have been « local 
disaster? Their reaction can 
best be suggested by an edito¬ 
rial the e^tor of the newepa- 
per pikriished four days later, 
as fbllaw-s: 

“Not since the fair Queen 
Helen was ripped off Sparta 
has a community bonded to¬ 
gether in such outrage as 
Santa Paula did last week 
when the Chronicle f^uralized 
the word roof to moves on a 
I>age one .story and heacUine. 

‘‘The spelling choice 
sparked near mutiny in the 
offices of the Chronicle befiore 
the press ran and the edition 
had not been on the street five 
mkiutea before ugly mobs 
began to congregate and back 
moms start^ to fiU with 
cigar smoke and oonsfiiracy. 

“Oooler heads turned to 
hook shelves, however, .and 
brought down dusty volumes 
of Webster’s Dictionary to 
find, If they owned the jumbo 
edition, that the chcaen spell¬ 
ing was acceptable ... if not 
most common. 


"The problem, however, 
does not lie in language but in 
the nature of ‘things.’ That 
was the conclusion the man¬ 
aging editor reached In his 
hiding place over the week¬ 
end. There Is no common 
pluralization for roof because 
more than one is ai^ odd situe- 
tion. 

"A roof is a very aingiriar 
item. One roof is not included 
in a bunch, like hooves, and 
as a nilc they are too firmly 
attached to large Items, to be 
considered In independent 
groups. Unlean you consider 
the very sober situation of 13 
burning at one time as was 
the case in the story. 

“However, the puP{io«e of 
this editorial is not to argue 
English usage. It is only our 
way of letting you know that 
we adhere to the school of 
thought that dictates. ‘When 
18,000 people tell you you’re 
sick, lie down.’ Ooneequentiy. 
you will never again read 
roo\’es in the (Ages of the 
Chronicle.” 

I don't know’. If the plural of 
Is calves, and Ihe plural 
of half is halves, and the 
plural of leaf is leaves, and 
the f^ural of loaf is loaves, 
and the |>)ural of wife is 
wives, thm why isn’t the 
plural of roof nxvs’as? It just 
isn’t: that’s why. 

I don't like to intrude on a 
private argument between the 


Santa Paula Chronicle and its 
readers, but I couldn't help 
looking into the books on my 
own shelfs, and I ffnd that 
rooves is generally dlsap- 
pro\'ed or ignored. 

True, as the editor of the 
Chronicle pointed out, it Is 
listed in Merriam-Webster's 
unabridged 3rd edition as an 
alternative plural, roofs being 
standard. But the 3rd edition 
is notoriously liberal. It even 
has elfs in it, for heaven’s 
sake. There are no such 
things as elfs. 

In fact, in its zeal for re¬ 
porting every usage heard in 
America, the Merriam- 
Webster’s unabridged, in its 
next edition, may be expected 
to list rooves again and add 
the following citation as an 
example of its use: dozens of 
}icrsons climbed atop rooves 
and sprayed them with gar- 
dwi hoses — Santa Paula 
Chronicle. 

Nevertheless. 1 find the 
whole affair encouraging. I'm 
glad to see that the people of 
Santa Paula, who might easi¬ 
ly be considered too rustic for 
such ctmcom.s, will speak up 
In defence of a language that 
belongs to them m much as it 
belongs to Gerry Ford and t 
William Buckley. 

As for the Chronicle, if 
using roev'es for roofs is their 
only goof so far this year, 
they’re ahead of me. I’ve 
a refidy goovod three times.

Although I am far fmm an 
economist, it seems plain to 
me that one large cause of 
Inflation In recent years has 
been overlooked by moat of 
the savants and commenta¬ 
tors on thia heady subject. 

And that Is the fact that we 
have moved in the last decade 
from being primarily a "pro¬ 
ductive" society to becoming 
a "service" society. That is, 
consumers are now for the 
first time spending more for 
services than they are for 
such products as food, cloth¬ 
ing and fuel. 

According to a recent report 
by (he National Bureau of 
Economic Research, the U.S. 
has become the fifst nation in 
history in which more than 
haaf of the working population 
(in fact, about 60 per cent) 
provide services rather than 


goods. And virtually all the 
new .lob growth sdnre the end 
of the Second Wcwld War has 
been in the service area. 

Just as we mov'ed from an 
agricultural to an industrial 
economy a century ago, to we 
are moving fast into a ler^ 
viceK)rientrf economy. But 
the snag is this: You cannot 
get higher production rates, 
or "more productivity” in ser¬ 
vices. the way you can in 
manufacturing processes. In 
the latter, new and improved 
machinery, and new inven¬ 
tions. permit workers increas¬ 
ingly to turn out more good.s 
more efficiently. But it still 
takes as long to shine shoes, 
give a haircut, or wall on 
table. * 

Aa Alfred Malabre. an edi¬ 
tor of the Wall Street Journal, 
points out in his book, Undcr- 


sianding the Economy, most 
people wrongly imagine that 
“higher productivity" in in¬ 
dustry is created by an ener¬ 
getic. hard-working labor 
force, and “low productivity” 
implies a lazy bunch of 
workers. 

This is not generally cor¬ 
rect. “The key to labor pro- 
ductivlt>’.“ he writes, "in 
these modern times is not the 
energy or enthusiasm of indi¬ 
vidual workers — though 
these ({ualities do play a role 
but (he efficiency of the 
equipment they must 
o|>erate.’’ The Japanese auto 
output i)er worker is not six 
times higher than the British 
because the Japanese work 
six times harder, but because 
they si)ond far more f<»r bel¬ 
ter machinery. 


In the service area, howev¬ 
er. there is almost no way to 
achieve this accelerated ef¬ 
ficiency. Since there are mil¬ 
lions more service workers 
than ever before, and since 
they are bcir>g paid much 
more tlian in the past without 
any increase in their “produc¬ 
tivity.” this alone gives infla¬ 
tionary tendencies a huge up¬ 
ward lift. 

Inflation is basically paying 
more for the same amount. 
Service workers, understanda¬ 
bly enough, demand as high a 
standard of living as anyone 
else, but the very nature of 
their employment keeps their 
))roductivity at the same 
level. Until the practical utili¬ 
zation of robots, there seems 
no answer to this problem in 
our expanding service society.

“And my four children? Two 
will live and two will die,** the 
gypsy said. 

“One son and my only 
daughter did not survive, my 
husband died eight days after 
we were liberated. It vcaa a 
year befoce the Red Cross 
was able to trace the two scxis 
who lived." 

After the war she married a 
wndower with a large family 
in the United States. 

Mrs. Stem is a resident of 
the Baycrest Centre, a Jewish 
home for the aged. Two years 
ago she joined the classes in 


the centre's arts and crafts 
rocmi. 

“One day she drew a large 
flower and filled in the outline 
with bright and beautiful 
colors," said arts and crafts 
director Shirley l.arman. 

“All of us were aware that 
something quite wonderlul 
had happened to a remaric- 
able old lady. In addition to 
her paarrting, Brucha nosv 
works in ceramics and is also 
writing poetry in Yiddish. It 
is as if she is getting younger 
every day.""

"The rich countries of the 
21st century will not be the 
oil-producing coufitries,” Louis 
loeprince Ringuet of the Aca¬ 
demia Francal.se told more 
than 1,000 delegates from 53 
countries. 

"The rich countries will be 
those which control the 
world's polar regions, where 
90 per ceht of the world's 
fresh water is.” 

Water pollution fixHn indus¬ 
tries and the clearing of the 
world’s forests to create badly 
needed agricultural land are 
fast depleting world fresh 
water reserves, said Pixrf. 
Georg Boi^strom of Michigan 
State University’s food 
science and human nutrition 
dejiarlment. 

"When you cut tret's the 
ground water table drops and 
the deeper you drill for water, 
the greater the chance ybu 
will hit salt water," he said. 

BcHg8tn>in said that al¬ 
though iiTigation had opened 
up. once unusable land. B 
Hlbo was creatiTK unexpected 
problems. 

"In this, the irrigatiiMi cen¬ 
tury. we have increased the 
amount of land clsissed as 
desert five fold,” he said. “In 
key countries 60 per cent of 
the irrigated land is reported¬ 
ly threatened by salt ac¬ 
cumulation.” 

Food, as well as water, will 
also create pressing prob- 
lems.’^ said Borgstrom and 
l.,eprfnce Ringuet. Both said 
International co-operalion and 
I banning was necesaary to 
avert the spectre of wra'ld 
starvation. 

"The entire world is almost 
entirely dependent on the 
weather, has a food buffer of 
only 25 to 30 days and is only 
one, or at the most two years 
away from a universal food 
shortage. All we need are a 
(■nuple of bad harveata,” 
Borgstrom said. 

"Rational contingency 
storage of staple foods for 
emergency situations needs to 
be organized on an Interna¬ 
tional scale.” 

Both men said world popu¬ 
lation growlh must be stopped 
and urbanization brought 
under control. 


Borgstrom said inter- 
national efforts also must be 
made to control food spoilage 
both before and after harvest.

Higher prices 
North Pacific 


speeding up 
halibut catch 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Higher prices are speeding up 
the 1976 halibut catch in the 
North Pacific, with American 
catches ahead of Canadaan 
landings, the International 
Pacific Halibut Commission 
announced Monday. 

A commission spc^esnian in 
Seattle said about 16 million 
of this aeeson’a ovei>all qucRa 
of 25 ntilMon pounds had al¬ 
ready been landed by Ameri¬ 
can and Canadian fMiermen. 

"High prices this year, 
averaging $1.20 per jiound 
compared with last year's 
average of 89 cents, have at¬ 
tracted more vessels into the 
fishery thds year,” the official 
said. 

He said American vessels 
so fer had landed 8.6 mtiUon 
Iiounds to the 7.4 million 
ixiunds caught by Canadians. 

Jack Nlchol, secretary- 
treasurer of the United Fi¬ 
shermen’s and Allied Workers 
Union, said Canachan vessels 
usually catch a larger share 
of the halibut stocks. 

"(ranadians are usually 
ahead of the Americans. But 
thi.s year’s hi^er prices have 
obviously Iwought out some of 
the smaller American boats 


from Alaska,” Nichol said in 
an interview. 

Nichol said the international 
halibut fishery "is uide open 
to vessels from either 
T'ountry" and is not sub.iect to 
the periodic closures applied 
on a national basis to salmon 
fishermen.

U.S. immigration 


Canadian drain 

/ 

slows to trickle 


WASHINGTON (GP) — Im¬ 
migration to tiie United 
States, for the first time! in 
seven years, declined during 
1975—and statistics show that 
the number Canadians 
moving south continues to 
skid. 

The annual report of the 
U.S. state department’s visa 
office shows that Canada, 
which sent tiw U.S. 40,000 new 
residents in 1965. supplied 
only 3.582 last year. The 1974 
Canadian figure^s 5,637. 

The over-all decline of total 
immigration to the U-S. in 
1975 was 2.7 per cent to 
370,961 frcmi the 1974 high erf 
381,176. 

The drop "rcflectsB the 
change In the number of im¬ 
mediate relatives receiving 
visas,*’ the report states. 

Canada’s drop was slijdit 
compared with that of Mex¬ 
ico. traditionally the leading 
source of immigration -legal 
and otherwise to the U.S. 
Me.xico’s figures for 1975 were 
.'56,141 compared N\ilh 70.928 
for the previous year. 

On a worldwide l)asis. Cana¬ 
da sent fewer immigrants to 
the U.S. last year than, in ad¬ 
dition to Mexico, the Philip¬ 
pines. South Kiwea. Cuba. 
China. India, the Dominican 
Republic, Portugal, Jamaica. 
Italy, Britain, Greece, the So¬ 
viet Union and Colom^bia, in 
. that order. 

Immigration and Natural¬ 
ization Service figures re¬ 
leased earlier estimated that 
there were about 250.600 ille¬ 
gal immigrants in the U.S. 
and that approximately 
135,000 of them sneaked in 
from M^co. 

The drop in Canadian fig¬ 
ures began in 1966 when some 
aspects of the 1965 amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Immigration 
Act took effect. Under these, 
a prospective immigrant had 
to qualify by applying for a 
labor certificate. 

The ]9iS total had been 
40,013 Canadian immigrants. 
The following year, the total 
slumped to ^.563. There was 
a small upsurge again in 1968. 

The rest of the4965 amend¬ 
ment provisions came into 
foi*ce the following year, plac¬ 
ing the entire Western Hemi¬ 
sphere. under a blanket quota 
of 120,000 a year. Canadian 
immigration dropped the fol¬ 
lowing year by almost half 
and has declined steadily 
since. 

Non-immigrant visa activity 
"continued to increase world¬ 
wide.” the refjort said, "bul 
at a rate only about half of 
the previous 10-year 
average.’’ 


’’The moat significant 
change in non-immigrant visa 
activity, and the only reversal 
of the growth trend, was the 
"4.4-percent decline In visa is¬ 
suance to Duropeana.’*

WASHINGTON (UPT) — 
Testifying at an unprece¬ 
dented Nuclear (Regulatory 
Commiaeion hearing, a staite 
department trfficAal Tuesday 
conceded fior the fkrst time 
that India used U.S. material 
to hrip detonate its initial 
atomic explosion. 

Acting assistant secretary 
erf state Myron Kratzer said 
the Indians mixed U.S. heavy 
water, with their own materi¬ 
al to develop their first nu¬ 
clear device. He said he did 
not know how much U.S. ma¬ 
terial had been used. 

Earlier witnesses at the 
hearing urged the NRC to ref¬ 
use to license future sales of 
enriched uranium reactor fuel 
to India, saying that to allow 
such sales without additional 
R-ifeguards would encourage 
othv cotmtriet to go nudear. 

But Krateer, presenting 
state department arguments 
for continued sales, said safe¬ 
guards now are adetjuate. 


Stopping the sale of the . ura¬ 
nium fuel, tiie state depart¬ 
ment said, would oonstitute a 
"severe social and economic 
hardship’’ to 80 million Bidi- 
ans dependent on the power 
generated by the frfant wMch 
has been in operation since 
1969. ^ 

The NRC has never befbre 
held a paddic hearing on ura¬ 
nium sales abroad. 

But faced with stiff opposi¬ 
tion to the bidian sales, the 
four-man commission sche¬ 
duled two days of hearings 
starting Tuesday to examine 
the sale of 12.261 kilngrams rrf 
low-enriched uranium to India 
for use in the Tarapur power 
plant. 

If the commission rejects 
the new sale to India, its judg¬ 
ment will be final. But if it 
approves the sale. CYngress 
also will have a right to reject 
or approve the delivery.

The Canadian Radio-Television Commission an¬ 
nounced Monday Its new rules for the use of FM radio sta¬ 
tions on cable systems and the result seems to be that 
U S. KM stations won't be on cable at all. 

I say "seems" because Ottawa reports haven’t given 
all the bits and pieces of ihe rules. Basically, the CRTC 
set up 17 different types of FM stations and said cable 
systems could carry only one of each type, with locals and 
other Canadians getting priority. 

The old rules were locals first, CBC second and 
American third. The CRTC said the new rules would 
provide cable users with a diversity of sound, keep ra in 
louch with the local community and offer some financial 
stability to Canadian FM stations. 

They will likely go Into effect In Victoria within a 
year.

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Sun, tide, wind fuel 
Israel energy quest 


TtX AVIV (j\-P) Scien- 

tistt are trying to imTease 
Israel'K energy with 

Kunshine, wave I machines, 
windmills and scum from the 
Dead Sea. 

Engineers concede that it 
might take decades to learn 
how to harness even a frac¬ 
tion of the sun’s power but the 
sun is already being put to 
use on rooftops throughout the 
country. 

More than 150,000 house¬ 
holds in Israel use sun heat¬ 
ing to produce cheap hot 
water. 

Israelis have been using the 
technique for more than 20 
years. Mw^ and more fami¬ 
lies are installing glass reflec¬ 
tor plates and tanks on their 
rocrfs. 

"Once you’ve paid for the 
heater, which ('osts about 
$400, the hot water is almost 
free on a sunny day,” says 
one housewife. "On a rainy 
day we can always switch to 
the electricity." 

A Tel Aviv company. Miro- 
luit. which calls itself the 
world’s most experienced 
maker of sun powered equip- 
m«il. sayv« it is e>cport!ng 
thousands of solar collector 
plates to the United States, 
Ga'eece, Turkey and even nor¬ 
mally sun^tarved Britain, 
where on a cSoudy day, infra¬ 


red rays can provide some 
heating energy. 

Israeli scientists complain 
that the government has no 
full program to promote en¬ 
ergy re.search or solar e)q»ert- 
mcnts. 

Isi-ael produces electricity 
from convenHonal power sta¬ 
tions that burn oil, aU of it 
ImfKirted from Iran since the 
country has no oil of its own. 
I*rcaenl plans cail for Israel 
to develop nu<‘lear power sta¬ 
tions in the 1980s. 

Professors at the Israel In¬ 
stitute of Technology are con¬ 
vinced that some of the nu¬ 
clear investment money could 
be saved by solar energy. 
Kven with present technology, 
they say, the sun can be used 
for more than heating bath 
water. 

Prof. Ranich fJivroni builds 
"radiation trai)s’’ that turn an 
entire roof into a heat collec¬ 
tor. He says a low-rise build¬ 
ing designed around the radi¬ 
ation trap can do without a 
furnace even in cold climates. 

Givnmi's heat trap is a tri¬ 
angular shed of glass, ahiml- 
num foil and black foam that 
catches the sun's rays. 'I'he 
Rwumulatod lK»t air is pushed 
by a fan into a gravel storage 
bed and circulated thn)ugh 
the building. 

On summer nights, he says, 
it collects condensation and

The entry fee 
is $12 per iiersnn per rod, pay¬ 
able at a yiarticiiiating marina 
or launch site. 

TTie orgimizers, headed by 
general manager Douglas 
Keough, claim with some jus¬ 
tification that it’s the largest 
fishing contest in the world.

CUPE seeks

DUNCAN The Chairman 
of the special ta.sk force in¬ 
strumental in ruling out the 
possibility of Cowichan Bay 
being turned into a major 
port and forest industrial 
centre in 1974. said Monday 
night that provincial govern¬ 
ment (>ollcy hasn’t changed. 

"It would appear that a pro¬ 
posed log haul and mill could 
not be built on the Cowichan 
River estuary because of pro¬ 
vincial government and re¬ 
gional district legislation." 
Bryan Gates said carefully af 
a meeting of more than 75 
fieople interested in retaining 
the remaining natural habitat 
in Omvichan Bay. 

But a provincial govem- 
menl biologlsl attached to the 
spec ial unit branch of the En¬ 
vironment and Land-use Sec¬ 
retariat, did not disagree with 
one member of the audience, 
who .said "that imsltion could 
change with the feelings* of 
Hip politicians.” 

Gates, alorvg with govern¬ 
ment officiol.s from the feder¬ 
al department of fisheries and 
the provincial fish and wild¬ 
life branch were invited to 
supply resource information 
at a meeting called after resi¬ 
dents learned that Island 
Shake and Shingle limited has 
an option on 10 acres adjacent 
to Doman’s Cowichan Bay 
sawmill. 

The Lake Cowichan based 
company has recently an¬ 
nounced that it will exercise 
it« option on the 10 acres to 
establish a dryland log sorting 
operation and has initimated 
it would like to build a shingle 
mill there in the future. 

It has been learned that 
when Dornan Industries Ltd. 
purchased the old Slegg mill 
from the Slegg Acceptance 
Corporation in 1974, one of the 
conditions of sale was recog¬ 
nition of the p<irrhase option 


held b ythe Lake Cowichan 
company. 

'tbe task force chairman 
said that the environment and 
land-use committee, which is 
made up of cabinet ministers 
and was headed by former en¬ 
vironment minister Robert 
Williams ip 1974, was "un¬ 
aware” of any agreement 
with Island Shake and Shin¬ 
gle. when they established 
conditions for consti^ction of 
Doman’s mill. 

After negotiations with the 
committee, certain conditiems 
were publicly agreed on by 
Dornan Industries for the con¬ 
struction of the $10 million 
sawmill on Cowichan E-y. 

Most frf the major condi- 
tifws set down have been 
met." Gates said, "except the 
replacement of sevwi acres of 
marsh area Infilled for' the 
milisite with an equal area 
lying hi tile mirdi and owned 
by the company." 

He told the residents during 
questioning that the exchange 
of land has yet to he made, 
hut he did not attach blame 
for the delay to anyone speci¬ 
fically. 

(iates said the seven acres 
which the committee desired, 
is in the Agricultural Land 
Reserve and they will have to 
negotiate with the land com- 
miOKion. while an alternative 
piece is the one which Island 
Shake and Shingle has an op¬ 
tion on. 

"Wc are keeping our minds 
ofien as far as the exchange 
in order to get the best seven 
acres possible,” the Environ¬ 
ment and Land Use Secretar¬ 
iat official said, adding that it 
was "highly likely" it will be 
in Cowichan Bay. 

Preskienf of Island Shake 
and Shingle. Bert Rodenbusy. 
who was at the meeting but 
had little opportunity to 
speak, told the Colonist after¬ 
wards that whether his log 
sorting operation goes ahead 


depends on Interpretation of 
the 1974 ELUC decision. 

“Our interiJretatlwi is the 
retention of the existing level 
of development ... we have 
had a log sorting operation In 
Cowichan Bay before so our 
proposal would fit under the 
status 'quo decision of the 
ELUC,” Rodenbush said. 

He added his company was 
interested only In a dryland 
sort <^>erat1on at this time to 
supply cedar logs (or process¬ 
ing in Lake Cowichan. 

Dornan Industries Limited's 
Cowichan Bay mill received a 
lot of a criticism at the meet¬ 
ing, but to everyone’s surprise 
it al.so got some praise from 
kical fish and wildlife officer 
Andy Ackerman, who said the 
channel dredged by Doman’s 
has produced some good re¬ 
sults for the estuary. 

"The channel Is acting as a 
holding pond for spawning 
salmiHi ... the benefit it pro¬ 
duced is far beyond anything 
wo expected." Ackerman sajd. 

A department of fisheries 
official, who was also in at¬ 
tendance and verified the fish 
and wildlife officer’s asscs.s- 
ment, said later that they 
have been keeping this quiet 
because they fear the spawn¬ 
ing salmon would be harassed 
if It was well-known. 

Fisheries officials also com¬ 
mented on the possible envi¬ 
ronmental effects of reloca¬ 
tion of the Mill Bay ferry in 
Cowichan Bay. \^ch has 
been suggested by Duncan 
Mayor Ken Paskin. 

"It win dei>end upon the lo¬ 
cation of the terminal in the 
bay and the number bf cross¬ 
ings It will make.’*'^)V fi¬ 
sheries officer said. 

The 3'3-ho«r meeting ended 
with a steering committee 
lielng formed to decide 
whether those concerned 
shout the preservation of the 
(’owirhan Estuary should es¬ 
tablish a registered society.

Games medics crack down 


MONTREAL (Reuter) — 
Athletes from the Afrieap na¬ 
tions which boycotted the 
Olympic Games have been 
barred from seeking treat¬ 
ment at the clinic in the 
Olympic Village. 

The clinic's medical chief. 
Dr. Jean-Paul Bedard, im¬ 
posed the ban after dozens of 
athletes from the retired 
countries continued to de¬ 
mand attention for minor ail¬ 


ments, particularly physio¬ 
therapy treatment. 

"Some of them even came 
along requesting that we pro¬ 
vide them with new’ specta¬ 
cles free of charge," Dr. Be¬ 
dard said. 

"Others just wanted to use 
the facilities. I felt we have 
an obligation to attend the 
athletes who are still compet¬ 
ing. 

"Besides I don’t think it is 
fair for toem to seek facilities 
that were presided for ath¬ 


letes competing in the Olym¬ 
pic Games." 

The OL'mpic clinic provides 
free medical treatment to an 
average 230 athletes a day. 
the ma.iority of the cases con¬ 
cerning muscular and dental 
problems. All medical bills 
are paid by the federal and 
provincial governments. 

At the same time. Dr. Be¬ 
dard told his staff of 66 doc¬ 
tors to stop giving medical 
cheok-^ps to Olympic officials 


who have been using toe clin¬ 
ic as way to save heavy per¬ 
sonal metocal expenses. 

"Many VIPs comp here 
with strange excuses of cem- 
stant headaches or fatigue 
and end up getting a medical 
rneck-up' that would cost 
them $1,000 in most countries. 

"1 am telling them that if 
they are really sick then they 
should be in bed instead of at¬ 
tending the various sports in 
VIP stjle."

A second-year law student 
at the University of Victoria 
suggested Monday night that 
Greater Victoria school trust¬ 
ees were mere puppets and 
that the administrative staff 
were the real decision¬ 
makers. 

Leah Brown of 3480 Upper 
Terrace in Oak Bay presented 
a 6'o-page brief to the board’s 
regular meeting, titled. A 
Consumer Advocate Rejiort. 

Mrs. Brown, who said 
she had 25 years ex¬ 
perience because .she had 
sent six of her own children 
and a foster child through the 
school system, urged trustees 
to ‘Teassume their rights and 
duties as decision-makers in 
the realm of fiscal policy, and 
insist and demand that local 
administrators produce alt 
relevant information up<m 
which responsible decisions in 
the expenditure of public 
funds must be made.” 

Also in her brief were 
suggestions for repeal <if two 
bylaws which refer to local 
policies and bylaws as "mere 
guidelgies,” contravening the 
Public Schools Act. and new 
procedures for conducting 
hearings on suspensiens and 
explulsions. 

^.^Administration’s monopoly 
on fiscal information has led 
trustees into being manipu¬ 
lated into the position of view¬ 
ing bits and jiieces of finan¬ 
cial information and then ap¬ 
proving a S50 million budget 
without a proper and ccmipre- 
hensive over\iew of total 
costs, breakdowns and com¬ 
parative figures.” she said. 

Mrs. Brown said there was 
invariably an ongoing strug¬ 
gle for power between elected 
officials and swiior adminis¬ 
trative staff In any govern¬ 
mental hureaurcracy. 


Tills is a pervasive way of
